FIUME SITUATION SERIOUS. 

The seriousness of the Fiume sit- 
vation also was, indicated by the 
news that the supreme council had 
ordered three warships, one each of 
the United States, France and Great 
Britain, to proceed to Fiume.

R-34 IS HOME IN 75 HOURS. 


Big Dirigible Safely Drops from Clouds at 
Pulham, England, on Return Flight. 


{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

PULHAM (Norfolk, Eng.) July 13.—Great Britain's mammoth trans- 
Atiantie air pioneer, the dirigible R-34, arrived at the air station here at 
6:56 o'clock, Greenwich mean time, today, completing her trip from the 
British Isles to the United States and return. 
| The R-34 poked her nose out of the village and after circling the 
flying fleld three times, slid gently to the ground, and ten minutes later 
was housed in the dirigible shed. The voyage from Long Island was with- 
out particular incident and was completed in avert cad seventy-five 
hours. 

As the R-34 approached the field | 
she dropped from a height of 5000 
feet to 2000 feet. The 400 men 
who were to aid the airship in land- 
ing were ordered to thein positions 
and waited silently as the ship cir- 
cled the field, dropping lower and 
lower. When Maj. G. H. Scott, her 
commander,-had maneuvered the 
airship into position for the landing, 
the water ballast was released to 
steady her and a rope was thrown 
from the bow. The rope was 
grasped by eager hands and the 
giant ship moved across the field to 
the shed where the’ delicate opera- 
tion of berthing her was compléted 
quickly without accident. 

WELCOMED BY BAND. 

A military band stationed on the 
field played “The Call of Duty” as 
the airship began to settle and then 
changed to the strains of "See the 
Conquering Hero Comes.” As the 
ship was warped into the shed the 
band played “Keep the Home Fires 
Burning.” 

The tired, unshaven, but smiling 
men who composed the crew quick- 
ly climbed from the gondola and 
were greeted warmly by the officers 
and soldiers gathered on the fleld. 

“The Voyage has been without in- 
cident,” said Maj. Scott. “We want

BREST, July 13.—Almost every vessel leaving port within the | 
next few”days is carrying a small number of French, Belgian and 
Luxemburg war brides, 300 of whom are now cqncentrated in the 
| “war bride” camp near Brest. te 

The task of operating this unique camp is becoming mare and 
more difficult because of the influx of the wives-‘of men stationed in 
Luxemburg. Luxemburg is a tiny country of many nationalities, . 
and many men of the Fifth Division married girls from the vicinity . 
of the German border who speak only German. French brides 
have resented this language in camp during the past few days, and 
many hair-pulling matches have been the result. 

Now that the German National Assembly has ratified the peace 
treaty many German brides will begin to arrive with the Fourth, 
Third, Second, and eventually the First divisions. The proposition

MAY TOW GREAT ZEPPELIN

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Acting 
under specific authority granted in 
the new naval appropriation bill, 
the Navy Department soon wil] start 
construction on two of the- largest 
dirigible hangars in the world. Rear- 
Admirals Taylor and Parks, heads 
of the Bureaus of Construction and 
Repairs, and Yards and Docks, re- 
spectively, today had instructions 
to speed up the preparation of the 
working £UK as an expenditure of 
about $3,600,000 for two hangars 
to house flying machines of the Zep- 
pelin type has been authorized. They 
will be located on the seaboard, 
probably in New Jersey, and poe- 
sibly on the same site. 

Ground area necessary for the 
construction of a double hangar will 
be about one square mile. Each 
hangar will be about 800 feet long, 
250 feet wide and from 150 to 200 


steel construction will be used and 
officials estimate that from six. to 
eight months will be needed for 
their erection. 

Provision for the purchase abroad 
of a Zeppelin type airship at a cost 
not to exceed $2,5000,000 is made 
in the naval bill, and the construc- 
tion in this country of a similar ma- 
chine at a cost of $1,500,000. It is 
probable that the machine ur- 
chased abroad will be of the British 
R-34 model although larger. It prob- 
ably will be flown to this country by 
an American crew, the only other 
alternative being to attempt to tow 
it by cables made fast to a ship. 
Negotiations looking to the purchase 
have already been entered into 
with foréign nations. 

After experiments with the for- 
eign craft the construction of an 
improved American built machine

WASHINGTON WATCHES 
MEXICAN PUBLIC DEBT. 


NO INTEREST ON FOREIGN AC- 
COUNTS HAS BEEN PAID 
SINCE 1913.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Mex!i- 
can newspapers reaching Washing- 
ton contain long articles declaring 
that recent figures as to the Mex- 
ican public debt, published in the 
United States, are “wholly inaic- 
curate.”” In this connection financial 
experts here said comparison of the 
unofficial figures published in this 
country with the figures given out 
by the Mexican Treasury Depart- 
ment show no great discrepancy. 

The official éxican figures as to 
the external loan debt of the coun- 
try are $148,472,000 with interest 
to the end of this month placed at 
$43,000,000. The unofficial figures 
as rec ecently published placed this 
total at $173,469,000. The apparent 
difference, experts here said, is made 
up mostly by the $30,000,000 pf the 
Huerta loan, floated in France un- 
der authorization of the Mexican 
Congress, repudiated by the 
Carranza government. 

The internal loan debt of Mexico 
according to the offical statement is 
$69,397,000 and interest to June 30, 
of $17,914,000. The unofficial re- 
port gave this debt as $66,611,000 
and interest of $14,530,000. 

Washington financial experts say 
the Mexican Treasury statement 
fails to account for all the guaran- 
teed railroad indebtedness which 
the unofficial report figures at $290,- 
$00,000; the obligations other than 
railroads which the Mexican gov- 


jernment has guaranteed, the chief 


of which is the farm loan banks’ 
debts, which, with interest to June 
$0, totals $31, 500,000; the “infalsi- 
ficable” issue of paper money of 
which $80,000,000 at 10 cents, United 
States currency, is stil] outstanding, 
making a total of $8,000,000 more, 
or the $20,000,000 which Carranza 
took ag a “loan” from the banks of 
issue in Mexico City. 

The fact that Mexico has paid no 
interest on her foreign debt since 
1913 also is kept in the foreground 
by Washington experts who, for the 
State Department, are keeping a

This let- 
ter was as completely ignored by 
the bureau as had been the com- 
munication of the younger Burke. 
The former member of Congress is 
not easily discouraged so he wrote 
again to the War Risk Bureau call- 
fii ing attention to the other letters 
that he had sent and enclosing an- 
other check, with the request that, 
if the other checks had been re- 
ceived this one should be returned. 
Again the War Risk Bureau treated 
the communication with absolute 
disdain. 


Then Mr. Burke got mad. He 


wrote another letter to the War Risk 
Bureau informing any one who 
might happen to read it just what he 
thought of the bureau and its in- 
competence, and demanded what 
had become of the three checks 
which had been sent to pay the 
premiums upon his son's insurance. 


After a week of waiting Burke. 


Sr., received a reply. It informed 
him that a policy for $10,000 had 
been issued to him and that the 
policy was “herewith enclosed.” 


On the sarhe day that this policy 


was received by the father young 
Burke received a notice from the 
War Risk Bureau inftotming him 
that the premium upon his policy 
was overdue and demanding that 
he remit at once. Mr. Burke related 
his experience yesterday to Senator 
Knox who list®ned sympathetically 
and then observed: 


“The only thing I can suggest is 


that you have your wife write a 
letter to the bureau and maybe they 
will insure her too.” 


INCREASE IN WAGES

- MEXICO CITY, July 13.—At- 
tendance at the churches of 
Mexico will be 4ecréeased in the 
future, if a recent order by 
Archbishop Moral del Rio to 
the priests of the southern re- 
public, is rigidly enforced, and 
what small attendance there 
will be will, for the most part, 


be limited to old men and wom- 
én, in the opinion of those fami- 
liar with Mexico and Ahe Mex- 


The archbishop has sent in- 
structions to all of the priests 
of the several States, directing 
them to warn the women of the 
church that short skirts, high 
boots and fancy hats are barred 
as immodest. The archbishop 
said women should wear man- 
tillas or veils, and quite modest 
clothes, when attending serv- 
ices or be told to leave the 


Practically all of the Mexican 
women who can afford it effect 
the latest French creations, 
and the “modest dress” mantil- 
la and veil, are nearly as ob- 
solete in Mexico as they are in 
the United States. Particularly 
is this true of the large cities 
and the coast and border towns. . 

Since the revolution the 
chureh has lost much of its 
influence over the people of 
Mexico, and the largest part of 
the population; particulafly the 
young women, are opposed to 
having the church dictate to 
them. The young men of the 
Republic are also thinking for 
themeseives and the archbishop 
will, in all “probability, learn 
_that the wishes of the young 
People will have a great deal 
more to do with the mode of 
dress than any edict he can is-

OF EXCEPTIONS. 


Italian Army Holds North and 
Wants Much More. 


Slav Residents, Who Disobey, 
Merely Deported.

ZARA (Dalmatia) July 10 (dy 
courier to Paris, July 12.)—In Aus- 
tria there is a land called Dalmatia, 
“a land of exceptions.” It is living 
up to this reputation.

in Italy. Ané@ther officer sald Bosnia 
was a “hostile land,” that exiles 
could do harm even there. 

A frequeht reason for deportation 
is. that the accused urged school 
children not to drink free Italian 
soup. The purpose of this soup, of 
course, {is propaganda. Slav priests 
who advise Slav children against 
Italian interests tn Dalmatia natur- 
ajly are thorns tn Italy’s side.

CALLS ON BRYAN 
"FOR HIS PROOF. 


AntiSuffragists Deny They 
_are with Evil Interests. 


Money in Their Campaign. 


Allege Women Voters Have 
Defeated Prohibition. 


[EXCLASIVE 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—William 
Jennings Bryan, former Secretary 
of State and one time leader of the 
Democratic party, hag broken his 
promise made to the ‘association 
opposed to woman suffrage to never 
again say the antis were lined up. 
with the “evil interests” and these 
antis now demand he withdraw the. 
charge or prove the accusation. 
This is the gist of a.statement is- 
sued this afternoon from the Wash- 
ington headquarters of the associa- 
tion following a press report from 
Montgomery, Ala., that Mr. Bryan 
had advocated the passage of the 
Anthony amendment because it 
would insure “a continued and Tast- 
ing peace” and that “the forces of 
evil are lirfed up against the ballot 
for women.” 

Before considering the statement 
it might be well to point out that it 
claims the Women’s Trade Union 
League, which it terms @ suffrage 
organization, has announged it will 
fight prohibition. Miss Ethel Smith, 
executive secretary of that body for 
the District of Columbia, has previ- 
ously announced that the organiza- 
tion would not join Mr. Gompers in 
his fight on prohibition. The league 
eould not do so without authoriza- 
tion and at its meeting held recently 
at Philadelphia no prohibition ac- 
tion was en. 

Mr. Bryan personally gets the 
major portion of the statement di- 
rected hig action in denouncing 
the suff @ opposition. The state- 
ment ayers that Suean B. Anthony 
herself appealed to the United Brew- 
ers’ Aswociation to aid the cause 
which Mr. Bryan is now champion- 
ing. A reference is given to sub- 
Stantiate this. claim to the ‘official 
history of Woman suffrage’ volume 
four, page 477. It is also charged 
] that the daughter of Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, another famous’ suffragist, 


“actually erificed her American 
citizenship to marry a foreign brew- 
er.” 


NO LIQUOR MONEY RECEIVED. 


The statement has this to say in 
part: | 

“You know and we know you 
know that the national association 
opposed to Woman siffrage has 
never used a cent of liqueur money 
in any of ite campaigns. You were 
given all the facts up toa certain 
date in 1916 regarding woman suf- 
‘frage and the salooms and you prom- 
ised the general secratary of the 
association without reservation never 
again to make the charge that the 
anti-suffragista were supported by 
the liquor interests. When you did 
thie you were On a train coming 
from Sioux City, Ia. You yourself 
mentioned the fact’ that the lowa 
suffragista had refused to sit on the 
same platform with you because you 
connected woman suffrage with pro- 
hibition. You knew then and you 
know now that some of the noblest 
women in America are conducting 
campaigns againgt woman suffrage 

“You would not dare to get up 
before any audience in Amefica and 
declare that Mra. Grover Cleveland, 
Vice-president of our association, 
who while in the White House did 
more for temperance in public life 
than any woman has done since, is 
associated with either the ‘liquor jin- 
terests’ or any other ‘évil interest.’

CHARITY WORK. 


Unique Diocesan Plan is Put 
in Effect by Catholics. 


| 


Bishop Cantwell’s Suggestion 
Brings Fruitful Results. 
Prevent Duplization and Make 
for Welfare of Many. 


What is said to be the first and 


to be put into effect in this country is 
now being established here in con- 
nection with the reorganization of 
the Bureau of Catholic Charities by 
_Rev. William E. Corr, who was 
| brought. here from Fall River, Mass,, 
‘to inaugurate the diocesan charitids 
scheme which was recently mapped 
out by Bishop Cantwell. 

The present plans call for co-or- 
dination of all Catholic charities in 
the diocese of Monterey and Los An- 
geles. The local bureau will have 


jusisdiction as far north as Watson- 
ville, and in carrying on its activ- 
ities will assign certain phases of 
the work to Catholic organizations in 
different communities. The bureau 
aims to do away with all duplication 
of charity work. 

Plans at the outset call for four 
departments of the bureau. Child 
welfare will include all phases of 
children’s needs, taking in the or- 
Phanage work. Family relief will 
deal with all problems of the poor, 
such as the providing of raiment, 
food and medical attention. The cor- 
rectional department will handle al! 
problems which deal with the courts, 
such as juvenile delinquency, pro- 
bation and parole. Immigrant wel- 
fare will concern itself with the edu- 
cation and Americanization of: a!! 
immigrants, at the same time looking 
out for their spiritual needs. Day 
nursery and settlement w ~-* will be 
conducted in connection ..th this 
department. ‘ 

Father Corr is an expert on the 
subject of charities. He has long 
been engaged in the work, and has 
made a special study of it at half a 
dozen prominent educational institu- 
tions in the East. 

“The work of the bureau for the 
children is the foundation of al! 
other work. It is our biggest prob- 
lem,” says Father Corr. The num- 
ber of children under care is con- 
stantly increasing and were funds 
available much greater work could 
be done. The lack of funds on the 
part of the mother or father should 
never prove a cause for the nonad- 
mittance of children to an institu- 
tion. The bureau wishes to estab- 
lish a system where every child 
applying for care and Which investi- 
gation proves worthy of charity and 
care outside of its own home wil! 
receive it. 

‘There are in Los Angeles county 
two Catholic institutions for girls. 
the Regina Coeli Orphanage, and 
the Los Angeles Orphans’ Home on 
Boyle Heights. The former houses 
150 girls and the latter about 200. 
There are also two institutions for 
boys, the Guardian Angel Home on 
West Washington street and 8t. Cath- 
erine’s Orphan Asylum at Anaheim, 
which has over 150 boys, and the for- 
mer 100.:There are about 100 other 
children being cared for under Cath- 
olic auspices. Private homes for 
Catholic children are very much 
needed. We have no home for in- 
fants, so must place these out un- 
der private care. A maternity home 
is needed. A preventorium is being 
established by the bishop to care for 
children who are suffering from tu- 
berculosis, or are inclined toward it. 
Our child welfare department, thére- 
fore, is our itmportant work and 
most of the energy of the bureau 
is at present being concentrated on

TIE UP HARRIS’ “RICHES”? 


To have ostensible possession of 


to use any part of it to employ an 
attorney, was the peculiar position 
of wis B. Harris, also known as 
Benjamin Salkin, alleged looter of 
the First National Bank of Artesia, 
who escaped from the County Jail 
yesterday.

Lewis B. Harris, who is under 
State and Federal indictments on the 
charge of looting the First National 
Bank of Artesia, and is wanted in 
the East for jail breaking, and as 
the alleged leader of a nation-wide 
gang of bank and safe robbers, yes- 
terday walked out of the County Jail 
to freedom. He took his unan- 
nounced departure with but little 
exertion, leaving nothing in the way 
of clews. Though more than 100 
officers, under Sheriff Cline, took 
up the chase less than a half an 
hour after the escape, up to a late’ 
hour last night no trace of him had 
been reported to the authorities. 

Yesterday's successful venture 
was the man’s third attempt to 
escape, the officers say. The first one 
was made on the way here from 
Denver, and the second offe several 
weeks ago when he almost succeeded 
in getting through the cell door with 
tools smuggled into jail by some one 
not yet identified. Frances Ger- 
maine-James-Kennedy-Harris, who 
claims to be his wife and is also 
under Indictments as the man’s ac- 
complice in the Artesia robbery, was 
only a short distance away when 
Harris was making his escape. Her 
trial is set for July 22. | 

The plan of action employed by 
Harris in making his escape was 
simple and direct. He selected the 
right moment gvhile on his way to 
his cell from the breakfast table in 
the boarders’ department on the top 
floor of the jail building, and while 
no one was in sight, pried open a4

New Ground is Cut by Ruling 
in San Joaquin Case. 


Says Company, Community 
Stand or Fall Together. 


On the. broad ground that ‘upon 
adequate and efficient distribution 
of electric energy largely depends 
the agricultural development of the 
great San Joaquin Valley, and that 
the consumers of the district served 
by the Mt. Whitney Power and Elec- 
tric Company will gladly meet their 
responsibility by paying fair and 
reasupable charges fur service, the 
State Kallroad Commission Saturday 
granted the request of the compan) 
for authority to increase its rates. 
The decision gives the utility com- 
pany permission to substitute a 16 
per cent. surcharge 
charge of 10 per cent, that was al- 
lowed the company last year to en- 
able it to meet increased costs under 
piesent abnormal conditions. The 
new rate is to become effective to- 
morrow for metered and flat rate 
®ervice, and remain in. force 
seven months. One of the effects ot 
the decision will be to place the city 
of Hanford, which has enjoyed pref- 
erential rates, on the same hasis as 
the other towns in the valley. 

The’ commission heartily com- 
mends the work of the San Joaquin

Now that if appears that the administration 
is a few millions ahead on the deal, many 
of the farmers of the Middle West are de- 
manding that the guarantee be withdrawn. 
They declare that this price-fixing has kept 
wheat down and that they would get more 
money for their crop in the open market. 
if anybody had said ten years ago that 
American farmers would be getting better 
than two dollars for their wheat in the 
face of the greatest crop in history he 
would have been pointed out as crazy. Now 
“that the millers and bakers are also mak- 
ing good profits even at the advanced price 
of the grain the farmers are asking for a 
larger share. They think they could get 
it if the government kept out of the game. 
Ordinarily the administration should be 
glad to relieve itself of this billion-dollar 
responsibility and leave the wheat price in 
the keeping of the good old law of supply 
and demand. The fact that other grains, 
such as corn, rye and barley, are propor- 
tionately higher than wheat gives the wheat 
farmers the fesling that they are missing 
something. Naturally they blame the gov- 
ermment and of course it must be this 
guarantee fund which stabilizes the price. 
if they really insist on the withdrawal of 
the guarantee they will doubtless be ac- 
commodated. Congress has always re- 
sponded kindly to the call of the farm, 
@ithough the farmer has been reluctant to 
— emit it. If the farmer is to get more than 
$2.26 for his wheat the price of bread can 
mever be reduced. However, Congress 
/ @oesn't care a whole lot for the consumer. 
Should the guarantee be withdrawn and the

tion of powers that broke the German miii- 
tary machine would have been dissolved 
when the treaty was signed. What, then, 
about the German reparations made to con- 
tinue over a series of years? What pros- 
pect would there be for Belgium to enforce 
her treaty rights against Germany if there 
were not the same association of powers 
back of her that made Germany: admit 
those rights? How could mandatory pow- 
ers be entrusted to certain nations if there 
were no association of nations to see that 
those powers were not abused? Who would 
decide whether Germany was keeping her 
treaty obligations? Many of the settle- 
ments attempted by the conference are ad- 
mitted by the commissioners to be experi- 
mental. If they do not work well the 
League of Nations provides the machinery 
to make the necessary revisions. 

To dissolve the Peace Conference with- 
out providing an association of powers to 
enforce the decrees of the peace treaty 
would be to leave the world in a state of 
anarchy. The thought of such a thing is 
inconceivable. The President never spoke 
truer words than when he said: 

That there should be a League of Na- 
tions to steady the counsels and main- 
tain the peaceful understanding of the 
world, to make not treaties alone, but 
the accepted principles of interpational 
law as well, the actual rule of conduct 
among the governments of the world 
had been one of the agreements ac- 
cepted from the first as the basis of 
peace with the Central Powers. 

That the affairs of the world have reached 
a condition where international co-opera- 
tion is necessary to avoid anarchy is in- 
disputable. If the Peace Conference were 
to adjourn sine die without forming a con- 
tinuing association of powers to act in con- 
cert on international questions it would 
have to reassemble within six months. And 
Senators who are so mentally blind as not 
to recognize this self-evident truth are sor- 


pry representatives of a great people. 


One has but to peruse the covenant of 
the League of Nations to discover that the 
association so formed is inevitable. The 
most cogent criticism to be aimed at the 
covenant is that the bonds which unite the 
nations are too loose, not too binding. To 
what does America pledge itself in joining 
the league? Simply that she will assist, 
for the present at least, in enforcing the 
terms of the peace treaty. It is not an in- 
dissoluble association, such as, is formed 
by the American Constitution. Any nation 
can withdraw by giving two years’ notice 
of her intention so to do. It does not, and 
could not, compel this country to take part 
in any European war if our people were 
not 86 minded; for the Constitution of our 
country places the declaration of war in 
the hands of Congress, and one Congress 
cannot bind its successor to any course of 
action. President Wilson reminded the 
Senate that this condition was discussed at 
length in the Peace Conference. 

President Wilson is said to have told 
Senators in- the anteroom of the Senate 
chamber that the American commissioners 
were disappointed in the Shantung provti- 
sion and that they would have preferred to 
name at once the amount of money repara- 
tion Germany would be required to make. 
But it must be remembered that the Peace 
Conference had been in session for six 
months and that the nerves of the peo- 
ples of the world were getting on edge. A 
treaty was necessary. If wholly satisfac- 
tory settlements could not be agreed upon 
in the midst of the confusion and the pas- 
sions of Europe, the single alternative was 
to form a tribunal that could reconsider 
and revise some of the decrees after order 
had been restored among the nations. To 
insist upon everything at this time was to 
get nothing. Practical solutions were ob- 
ligatory. 

To attempt to dissociate the League of 
Nations from the peace treaty would be to 
nullify the treaty in its enactment. If vhe 
league were not~ formed from choice it 
would have to be established from neces- 
sity. The men who continue in the oppo- 
sition are simply impossible as national 
representatives. 


We talk about the terrific expense of tho 
war, and it was all that, but the debt of 
the United States incurred in ft does not 
approach that of England or France. Our 
debt, according to conservative estimates, 
is not less than $224 per capita.

cept the one about Jess Willard being a 
fighting man. All the other seven original 
jests have been told over and over in slight- 
ly variant form for centuries. 
. Recently we were confronted by a copy 
of Isaac Bickerstaff’s New England Alma- 
nac--published at Providence in 1801, and in 
it recognized a number of friends among 
the jests with which the pages of this an- 
cient volume were embellished. F'rin- 
stance: 

“A gentleman who had been desired by 
his wife to make a purchase for her-at a 
milliner’s, being accosted by a friend on 
his return, declined to. stop even for a mo- 
ment because he had bought a bonnet for 
his wife and was afraid the fashion would 
change before he got home.” 

Likewise there was this one: 

“Monsieur Edward says that a woman 
will inevitably gossip every secret with 
which she is entrusted, except one—that is 
her own age.” 

And there were others—many of them— 
and all bearing the appearance of old and 
cherished friends. But these two, gleaned 
from an almanac of 118 years ago, show 
that the jokes are much the same as those 
spun only 118 minutes since.

of year when most 
men experience a restless desire to trade 
the shelter and conventions of ordinary 
existence for the carefree life of the out- 
of-doors—a feeling which is accentuated by 
the window displays of outing goods and 
the ever-present and often artistic adver- 
tisements and folders of the railway and 
steamship companies, 

The southern half of California offers 
wonderful opportunity for all sorts of out- 
door sports and outing, especially affording 
enticing trips for the hiker. It presents an 
area as large as New England, with a sur 
face so generally mountainous that large 
districts will always remain far beyond the 
whistle of the steam engine or the electric 
train. While the time may come when 
most of the canyons and passes and some 
»f the mountain crests will be reached by 
paved roads or other highways, many upper 
and tributary canyons, ridges, crests and 
peaks can only be reached by trails, even 
in our more accessible ranges. 

Our own section of the State presents at 
least four attractive flelds for the hiker. 
The channel islands and the coast ranges 
north from San Diego and the near-coast 
mountains extending from the Santa Ana 
range and including that complexity of 
ranges to the north of us, bordering the 
sea from Point Dume to Monterey, are 
more attractive for the pedestrian in win- 
ter than in summer, as they do not rise to 
the. snow line and are better watered in 
the rainy season. 

The inland ranges, the Alamo and‘ Pine 
Mountains back of Santa Barbara, the San 
Gabriel, San Bernardino and San Jacinto 
ranges, are both winter and summer re- 
sorts. Their upper stretches being beauti- 
fully forested and the peaks rising to a 
height that gives wonderful views, with the 
never-failing mountain streams, make them 
especially attractive to summer trampers.

ters of the San Joaquin to the mouth of 
the Kern River, offer to Southern California 


 @ world-famous playground, with many sum- 


mits which can only be reached on foot 
and with unsurpassed charms for those who 
take its trails. 

Steam and electric lines, the automobile 


and the airplane are al) right for quickly 


covering space; but for the close observa- 
tion which alone puts one into touch with 
nature no other method of travel compares 
with walking. We have many examples 
of the intimate and charming glimpses only 
obtainable by the tramper, such as Bayard 
Taylor's “Views Afoot,” recording his ob- 
servations of European countries at close 
hand. Traveling even more simply and 
right here at home, John Muir gained first 
impressions which drew the attention of 
the world to our Sierras. 


While walking may not be as exciting as 


some other forms of sport, pedestrians have 


“made records that challenge admiration and 


respect. Weston at one time made fifty 
miles a day for a hundred days, delivering 
a lecture each night. The annals of the 
Geological Survey record the feats of a 
mountaineer who, in the early days of the 
Comstock lode, before the completion of 
the railroad, ran across the Sierras from 
Placerville, Cal., to Carson Valley, Nev., a 
distance of more than one hundred miles, in 
two days, carrying a load of over 100 
pounds. 

The saddest thing about baseball fs the 
comparatively few years that even the best 
players can stay in the game. But with 
walking age scarcely limits the sport. Wes- 
ton made forty-five miles a day, walking 
across the continent, when 70 years old. Dr. 
Finley, Commissioner of Education for 
New York State, walked across New Hamp- 
shire in a single day when past 50 and is 
noted for his long tramps. 

Father Junipero Serra, 70 years old and 
very lame, journeyed on foot from San 
Diego to Monterey, visiting every mission 
and turning aside into all the Indian set2le- 
ments on the way, according to Helen Hunt 
Jackson's statement. 

By combining hiking with other methods 
of travel long trips can be made at small 
expense. Thoreau made a journey of 1100 
miles, from Concord, Mass., to Quebec and 
Montreal and return, for $1275, he records. 
Even in this year of very high prices for 
everything, by going to Camp Radford of 
the Los Angeles city playground service 
and using it as a base for short hikes one 
can get a two-weeks’ outing and travel sev- 


eral hundred miles at an expense of only.

experts suggests a 
soup and a salad as sensible sustenance for 
torrid times. In most soups there is a 
meat stock and this can take the place of 
the meat order in the home dinner, to the 
ultimate benefit of the consumer. Time 


‘was when the butcher man would donate 


a portly and well-covered soup bone to a 
customer who kept a dog. But that was in 
the good old days. Now he wants about 40 
cents for it, but, at that, it beats paying 
$2 for a roast. Anyhow, the dog doesn’t 
get it. 

Likewise, there are a lot of soups that 
do not require any meat at all. A vege 
tarian may heartily indulge with full jus 
tice to his creed. Take it all the way 
round, a party full of soup hasn't much to 


kick about, and those who grieve at the 


frightful price of interfor refreshment can 
put a crimp in the profiteers by taking 
extensively to a soup diet. 

At that, there is plenty of variety. One 
of our accomplished chefs says that there 
are eighty-nine brands of soup, to say 
nothing of innumerable combinations. Any 
housewife who has access to a well and 
has a garden or a dime can invent a soup. 
If worst comes to worst, the bath sponge 
can be boiled in the drippings from the 
refrigerator. .Commerciat travelers who 
have sampled the soups of a thousand 
inns will agree that soup can be brewed 
from anything in the heavens above, the 
earth beneath, or the waters under the 
earth. Even the dish water has been sus- 
pected of masquerading as soup in days of 
famine. 

But there is no reason why a rich, ten- 
derly-nurtured, highly-cultivated and pedi- 
greed soup should not take the place of a 
massive slab of tenderloin on the dinner 
menu. without endangering the life of the 
consumer. The housewife who serves a 
thimbleful of some ciear-broth and calls 
it a soup course is not getting anywhere 
with it. It isn’t even a tease. Of course, 
some soups can be concocted that cost 
their weight in cnampagne. They havé 
ambrosia faded to a fare-ye-well: but these 
are for pampered appetites. They may 
have no greater food value than a soup in 
simpler form. Give a man a basketful 
of New Englund clam chowder and he 
won't worry about the roast or the entree. 

A person starting off with a generous 
portion of a thick soup in which every- 
thing has been boiled—including the host- 
ess’ thumb—will not be eager over the 
rest of the menu. 

Serve soup and save something.

Why should they not share 
in all cases in the rewards of Ia- 
bor? In nautical matters the stok- 
ers are generally out of sight, but 
to the faithfulness and efficiency of 
their service is due the safety and 
success of the ship. No reward is 
too great for the gracious women 
who keep the home fires burning. 

But in these days, when women 
are entering the wider fields of serv- 
ice, it should be constantly kept in 
mind that her ministries in the 
home life of the community are 
her greatest service and the divin- 
est.

BURKBURNETT (Tex.) July 10. 


—-Last Easter morning the Burke- 
Waggoner well came in flowing some 
8000 barrels daily. Immediately 
the rush started. Where there was 
a sleepy crossroads settlement with 
a-jerkwater single-track railroad, 
bankrupt and operating under a 
receivership, now there is a popula- 
tion of probably 12,000 Hundreds
